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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. In response to the Amendment received on October 06, 2006, the examiner has 
carefully considered the amendments. The examiner acknowledges the cancellation of claim 
3. 

2. The Declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 filed October 6, 2006 is sufficient to overcome 
the rejection of claims as found in the previous Office Actions based upon prior art 
references Niwa et al (JP 08-143806) as evidenced by Yu et al (6,126,731). 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks/Amendment/Declaration, filed October 6, 2006, 
with respect to claims 1, 3, 5-10 and 12 have been fully considered* and are persuasive. 
The rejection of claims 1, 3, 5-10, and 12 under 35 USC 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 103(a) as being unpatentable over Niwa et al (JP 08-143806) as 
evidenced by Yu et al (6,126,731) is moot in view of applicant's arguments and/or 
Declaration, and thus hereby withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1, 5-10, and 12 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
Declaration established that the viscosities of the prior art compositions, in the prior art 
made of record, are not within the instantly claimed viscosity range for the at least 40 °C or 
above temperature range. Said Declaration show that the prior art viscosities at the 50 °C 
are above range are higher in comparison to the instantly claimed viscosities at the 40 °C 
range, except for Niwa's example 6 of which the composition has a lower oxetane amount 
than the presently claimed invention. Accordingly, it has been deemed that the instantly 
claimed invention including the properties has not been found in the prior art, taken alone 
or in combination. Therefore the above listed claims are now allowable with respect to the 
prior art made of record.
